Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 8 and 10-14 are allowed. Considering claim 8, the prior art does not 
teach an apparatus for determining and/or monitoring a process variable of a medium, 
comprising: exactly two electrodes of opposite polarity are applied to the side of said 
disk-shaped, piezoelectric element and said exactly two electrodes of opposite polarity 
are applied to said disk-shaped, piezoelectric element facing away from said 
membrane.
